of money as our $1 and $2 bills—to be used for the purpose of re- 
discounting approved commercial paper submitted for re-discounting | 
by recognized chartered banks. In making the re-discounting, the 
banks accept the risk, the total of the collateral being the security 
for each and every note or voucher re-discounted. The national cur- 
rency thus placed in the hands of the banks is passed out again for 
further discounts, the purpose of the federal reserve banks being to | 
supply a sufficient flow of money to move the crops and otherwise | 
finance the larger features of the country’s business, 

The effect of the arrangement is to establish national banking on | 
a gigantic scale, to bring the franchise to issue paper currency almost | 
entirely back to the government, to prevent a monopoly of money, 
and to make it possible for any solvent productive enterprise to secure

“T always thought, ever since I saw 
the Peace river, that it flowed through 
the grandest country in the world,” 
said R. M. Osborn, a settler who has; 
been in the north country for three 
years without a visit to what some 
people call civilization, when he came } 
to Edmonton yesterday for a few day's 
stay. 

I took up a homestead near what is 
now the town of Peace River Crossing 
and I believe I will make more money 
there than had I stayed away. Some 
people even tell me I can cut my farm 
into lots a8 soon as I got the patent and 
sell them easily. 

“T say I always believed the north 
to be the finest country in the world 
and now, after being in Mdmonton for 
a day Iam absolutely sure of it. Every- 
body here says that Edmonton is bet- 
ter off and withstanding the finan- 
cial strain better than mos’ other cities 
and I believe them. But |) want to tell 
you that the Peace River country is 
standing it better than Hdmonton, 


“In fact, the people of {he north be-

IN SUPREME COURT 

The supreme appeal court conclud- 
ed its hearing of apeal cases on Fri- 
day afternoon.

In the case of Rex vs, Prentice and 
Wright, the judgment of the appeal 
court, delivered by Justice Stuart and 
Beck, are that the cases should be tried 
again, on the grounds that certain 
eyldence was refused at the trial, which 
had it been given, might had a bearing 
on the judgment rendered. The original 
trial was last May and the two ac- 
cused convicted on a false pretence 
charge, but judgment reserved. Ac- 
cused were employed on the erection 
o fthe Brown block and were charged 
with having stuffed the pay roll.
